THE FOREIGN BANKS. 
HEAVY ASSESSMENT OF PENALTIES AND 
TAXES. 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribwne., 
WASHINGTON. D. C., June 28.—The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue late this aft- 
ernoon decided adversely all the cases of the 
Canadian banks doing business in Chicago 
which have been charged with omitting to 
return their capital and deposits for taxation. 

decision is of very general interest 
throhghout thé United States wherever for- 
eign capital is employed in bankihg. Com- 
missioner Raum holds it to be contrary to 
sound public policy and prejudicial to the 
interests of the United States to exempt 
from taxation the funds ot a foreign bank 
which are employed in the business of 
banking in this country in competition with 
domestic banks whose capital is subject to 
taxation. He claims that the Canadian banks 


in Chicago come under this category, and he 
has directed an assessment to be made upon 

their capital and deposits, and penalties, and

THE DECISION. 

The follow is Commissioner Raun’s de- 
cision: “In the matter of the claim of the 
United States vs. The Bank of Montreal, 
First District of IIlinois, the Bank of Mon- 
treal, acorporation created by act of Parlia- 
ment with a chartered capital of $12,000,000, 
a reserve fund of $5,000,000, and deposits of 
$17,000,000, and located in the City of Mon- 
treal, Canada, has a place in the City of Chi- 
cago for the transaction of a banking busi- 
ness under the immediate supervision of a 
manager or agent who conduets the business 
in the name of the Bank of Montreal, under 
the control and direction of its officers. The 
funds for carrying on this business of bank- 
ing are furnished by the Bank Director 
through its agents in New York City, 
Messrs. Matson & Lang. The amount, of 
money used by the bank at its bank in Chica- 
go constantly varies with the demand and the 
wants of as there is no fixed amount 
of the fund said bank employed there iu 
the busfness Of banking. 

AN EXAMINATION 


of the bank at Chicago discloses the fact 
that, during the past nine years, full returns 
for taxation have not been made of the 
money belonging to the bank and employed 
in the business of banking at its office in that 
city. L. H. Boutelle, Esq., attorney for said 
bank, states that the bank in Chicago is a 
branch of the Bank of Montreal; that the 
sum of $100,000 has been allotted to it as 
come. and that, under the provisions of the 
third subdivision of See. 3,408 of the United 
States Revised Statutes, the amount of taxa- 
ble capital is fixed by such allotment, so that 
other moneys of the Bank of Montreal used 
by its branch in Chieago can be taxed 
neither as capital \ oy same not having bee 
alloted as capital) nor as deposits, the 
money being the property of the Bank of 
Montreal. 
IN MY OPINION, 

the law is well settled that the Bank of Mon- 
treal, being a foreign corporation, cannut es- 
tablish a branch in the State of IIlinois by 
virtue of authority conferred in its charter. 
This authority can be conferred only by the 
laws of that State. Such law has not n 
cited, and is not believed to exist. Mr. 
Boutelle has stated in argument that the 


business of the bank in Chicago is trans- 
acted in the name of the Bank of 
Montreal that suits in respect 
to such business are brought in 


the naine of said bank. Under the foregoing 
statement of law and facts lam of the opin- 
ion that the provision of law cited in regard 
to branch banks and the allotment of capital 
is not 1 4 to this case. The Legisia- 
ture of State of Illinois probably - 
sesses the constitutional power of tricting 
by law the exefcise of the powers of banking 
by foreign corporations in said States. This. 
however, has not been done. The Bank of 
Montreal is therefore lawfully engaged in 
the business of bank in its own 
name in the City of Chicago. It has 
beougbt a portion of its funds within the 
jurisdiction of the laws of the State and of 
the United States, and, with said funds, has 
engaged in the business of banking.

FRENCH, 
HE MUST GO. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridwne, 
WASHINGTON, D- C., June 28.—The Cabine

Rusk, it is known, nas 
the esteem of the President, and his appoint- 
ment certainly could not be considered a 
railroad appointment, as he is well known 
as a radical anti-monopolist.

INDIAN TERRITORY. 
BOUNCING THE INTRUDERS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 28.—instructions 
were mailed to-day from the Indian Office 
to United States Indian Agent Tufts, of 
Muskogee, Indian Territory, directing him 
how to proceed in the settlement of the 
trouble growing out of the threatened en- 
forcement of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
local Permit“ laws. Agent Tufts is di- 
rected, in conformity with the decision of 


the Attorney-General, to ive notice 
to all parties intereste that a 
reasonable time, say thirty days, 


from July 1, will be allowed within which 
they can make arrangements to comply with 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw “ Permit’ laws, 
or leave the country. Such as retuse or neg- 
lect, within that period, to take out the 
necessary permits,“ and who do not come 
within the excepted classes mentioned in the 
Attorney-General’s opinion, he is directed to 
remove from the limigs of the Indian coun- 
try, using for this purpose such police 
force as he has at his disposal. 
SHOULD THE POLICE FORCE 
FICIENT, 

he is directed to report the fact to the De- 
pertumont, in which event the assistance of 

e military will be invoked. The letter con- 
cludes as follows: You will also perceive 
that, under the law and treaties, the duty and 
power of removal of the intruders resides in 
the Department of the Interior and not with 
the Indian, and hence you, as the represent- 
ative of the Vepartment, subordinate to this 
office, will be expected to enforce the law 
vigorously, vet as humanely as possible in 
this respect.“ 

Secretaty Kirkwood to-day requested the

THE STORM. 
DETAILS OF THE DAMAGE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 33.—The dam- 
age by the terrible storm last night was 
more severe even than had been feared, but 
the area was not so great. An examination 
of the wreck left behind this morning cre- 
ates the impression that the storm was in the 
nature of acyclone. It visited most severely 
the southern and central portions of the city, 
striking the highest section firft,. while the 
low portions of South Washington and the 
river country seem to have escaped without 
damage. Indeed, the excursionists who re- 
turned ata late hour on the river steamer 
say they knew nothing of it until they ar- 
rived in the city. The city itself this morn- 
ing presents 

A DEVASTATED LOOK. 
Roofs of buildings are lying in the streets. 
Two or three streets are quite impassible on 
account of displaced roofs. Chimneys are 
blown down, walls and windows broken in. 
unfinished buildings demolished, and the 
fine trees for which Washington is noted 
have suffered irreparable injury. There is 
scarcely asquarein the central belt of the 
city where several of the fine shade trees are 
not leveled to the ground. In many places 
cellars and lower stories of houses were 
flooded, owing to the set-back from the over- 
filled sewers. In many portions of the city 
THE GAS WENT OUT, 0 
which‘ added to the apprehension of those 
who thought that, after all MotherShipton’s 
prophesies had come true. It is noticeable 
that the buildings which stood the tempest 
were the older houses, which were built be- 
fore the days of contractors’ competition and 
shoddy methods. Among the more notable 
buildings of persons who are generally 
known which were either unroofed or con- 
siderably damaged by wind, rain, or light- 
ning are the following:

THE WATER 

was so deep as to delay travel. The ancient 
Hillman house, near the Capitol, said to 
have been built by George Washington, was 
unroofed atid seriously injured, as was the 
fire engine-house of the Capitol. One of the 
towers of Trinity Church is badly damaged. 
A large portion of the glass in the Botanical 
Gardens is broken, there having been some 
large hailstones in the latter part of ‘the 
storm. The storm lasted forty minutes, 
during which time 2.50 inches of water fell. 
Telegraph wires were everywhere damaged, 
and it was necessary to send dispatches by 
special messengers to stations on railroads 
some distance from the city in order to se- 
cure their transmission. 

THE TELEPHONE WIRES 
were badiy damaged. A portion of the roof 
of the Opera-House was taken off While the 
performance was proceeding, creating con- 
fusion and terror in the audience, A panic, 
however, was averted, although many la. 
dies were drenched, and some were injured 
by broken glass. ‘The house formerly occu- 
pied by Gen. Grant was unroofed, as was the 
one now owned by him. The house of Gen. 
Williamson, ex-Comiissioner of the Land 
Office, was unroofed and figgded, and his 
family were obliged to seek refuge else- 
where, 

THE NUMBER OF TREES 
reported by the police to-night as having 
been blown down by the tornado yesterday 
is nearly 1,500. This does not include fully 
a thousand more which are mutilatea by 
having branches torn off.

THE MARSHALS. 

THEY HAVE BEEN HAVING IT TOO SOFT. 

WasHInaton, D. C., June 28.—First-Con- 
troller Lawrence has given a decision to-day 
in which he —ů that the act of Feb. 22, 
1875, as to fees Qf Marshals and clerks, does 
not change the rate or mode of computing on 
mileage on writs served by Marshals, and 
that it prohibits constructive mileage on 
writs transmitted to and served by Deputies, 
and mileage for travel not necessarily per- 


formed. The opinion further  main- 
tains that, by force of Sec. 877, 
Revised Statutes, subpoenas for wit- 


hesses who are required toattend any term 
of Circuit or District Court on the part of the 
United States should require them to attend 
to testify generally on behalf of the United 
States, and under such subpona they are re- 
quired to testify before a Grand Jury, petit 
jury, and the Court (as the case may be). 
Clerks of Courts are required by law to in- 
sert 
IN ONE WRIT 


the names of all such witnesses who at the 


time of issuing the warrant are to 
be subpenaed, and wuo reside’ in 
one locality, or in the same direc- 
tion from the place where the writ 


is returnable. Marshals are entitled to but 
one mileage for summoning witnesses for 
whom subponas have been issued, whose 
names should have been inserted in one 
writ. The decision authorizes the propef ac- 
counting officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to revise the accounts of the Marshals 
and Clerks of the Courts of the United States, 
notwithetansang their approval by the proper 
court. 

The statute authorizing such revision, 
Judge Lawrence holds, is unconstitutional.

FRENCH CLAIMS, 
A*DECISION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 28,—The French 
and Ainerican Claims Commission rendered 
a decision to-day in the case of Egle Aubrey 
vs. The United States. The claimant, a col- 
ored woman, was born in January, 1803, in 
the Territory of Louisiana, then a French 
colony. April 30, 1803, the Territory was 
ceded to the United States. Counsel for the 
claimant contended @hat at the time of the 
cession the claimant was a French subject 
and as under the Constitution of the United 
States she (a colored person) could not be- 
come a citizen of.the United States, she re- 
mained a citizen of France, and, as such, was 
entitled to sue the United States before the 
Commission. The clalm was filed for $10,000 
— 19 for loss of property, ete, The 
Court ay decided that tnere is nothing in 
the treaty of cession to indicate that it was 
the intention either of France or the United 
States that the inhabitants or any of them 
were to remain citizens ef France. On the 
contrary, it was intended that they shoald be 
citizens of the United States. The claim was, 
therefore, disallowed. e decision in this 
ease will holdin all similar cases where the 
claimants were colored persons and citizens 
— France at the time of the cession of Lou- 
siana.

OBITUARY. 


CAPT. ROBERT HARDIE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

BALTIMORE, Md., June 28.—Capt.. Robert 
Ilardie died to-day at the residence of his 
son-in-law, Eugene L. Schley, tm this city. 
Ile was the last survivor of the famous 
Dartmoor Prison outrage, and his sufferings 
have become matter of history. Capt. Hardie 
was born in Philadelphia June 17, 1798, and 
died at the patriarchal age of more than 
three-score and ten years. He leaves a 
widow, a son, and three daughters. Two 
sisters at Carlisle, Pa., and a brother a Phila-

delphia survive him. His  grand- 
father was Captain in the Penn- 
Sylvania State Navy, and was in 
command of the flotilla that 


destroyed the Angus near Fort Miffin, below 
Philadeiphia. In the same action his father, 
then a mere youth, served gallantly as a sea- 
man. The father and grandfather were taken 
prisoners, and were for along time contined 
at St. 1 Fla. During: the war of 
1812 Capt. Hardie’s father commanded a gun- 
boat on Delaware Bay in thé squadron of 
Commodore Angus. At this period Capt. 
Ilardie burned with patriotic ardor and, de- 
siring to tit himself for service in the navy, 
enlisted on the letter of marque, Nonsuch, 
Capt. George Druton Master, and 
Abram Preston owner, serving without pay. 
The Nonsuch carried eight guns and sixty 
men, sailing from Philadelphia in Novem- 
ber, 1813, for a cruise to Charleston. The 
Nonsuch was captured off this port by II. 
B. M. brig-of-war Dotterel], and taken to 
Bermuda, her crew being there placed on 
board the prison-ship Ardent, a dismantled 
sixty-four-gun ship, whose commander im- 
mediately denominated Hardie an impu- 
dent young raseal,” and placed him on the 
blackest ot black-lists. He was thence sent 


in irons to Halifax, and subsequent- 
ly,to the peep at Dartmoor. The 
sufferings endured there by Hardie and 


his compatriots are matter of history. but the 
recital of them by the Captain himself have 
afforded the utmost satisfaction to his nu- 
merous friends and admirers formany years. 
After his return to Baltimore he was en- 
gaged in the Rio trade,

it is generally believed that an election would 
take place immediately, but the same confi- 
dence in the result is not felt in the prospect- 
ive retirement of Depew.

The question is, in brief, as to whether of 
a hundred wholesale merchants doing busi- 
ness in Chicago in 1870, to be selected at ran- 
dom, 50 per cent have or have not failed, 
suspended, or compromised. The life-insur- 
ance man declares the affirmative of the 
propositidn, while his friend, the merchant, 
thinks Chicago’s wholesale trade has made 
a better record than that. 

For the information of the reader we will 
state that the controversy grew out of the 
old assertion made in 1840 by Gen. Henry 8. 
Dearborn, for nearly twenty years Collector 
of the Port of Boston, in an address before 
an agricultural meeting of the members of 
the Legislature at Boston, that after an ex- 
tensive experience and from attentive ob- 

servation he was satisfied that no more than 

three of every hundred individuals who em- 
bark in trade were successful. 

‘The assertion excited wide discussion at 
the time, and statisticians and others gath- 
ered all the information possible bearing on 
theichances of success or failure in trade. 
And, however unwilling we may be to do so, 
we must confess that the burden of evidence 
rather confirmed Gen. Dearborn’s claim than 
otherwise. 

In 1847 Mr. Nahum Capen, editor of the 
Massacihusetis State Record, sent out circu- 
lars to every town in the Commonwealth for 
the purpose of collecting information on the 
subject. Summarizing the information thus 
obtained, Mr. Capen, in a letter to the Lion. 
Freeman Clark, states: 

A trader may begin with a capital of $10,000 on 
the credit system, as now managed, and in twen- 
ty-five years there are ninety-seven chances to 
every one hundred that he will be $10,000 in 
debt beyond bis means to pay. 

The Cincinnati Advertiser, a statistical 
paper published in that city, gave, two or 
three years ago, the result of its careful ob- 
servations there. Mr. Cist, the editor, said: 

It is the experience and observation of intelli- 

gent persous in the East that there is hardiya 
tirm in existence now which did business twenty 
years ago; aod that nine out of ten in mercan- 
tile life, in the long run, amidst the fluctuations 
of trade, are broken.

WHEN Secretary Blaine entered the State 
Department it was predicted that he would 
at onee introduce a Jingo policy in foreign 
affairs. He was said to be “showy” but un- 
safe; a statesman fond of “ pyrotechnic 
displays,” and so on. The people in this 
part of the country have been looking for 
the pyrotechnics ever since. But they 
haven't seen any. On the contrary, 
they have seen a series of abie 
communications to foreign Governments 
concerning the American hog. They have 
been informed of an award to our Govern- 
ment of $75,000 on account of the Fortune 
Bay outrages. They have heard of a per- 
emptory enforcement of the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens in the Bussi case before the 
Spanish Mixed Claims Commission, resulting 
in an offer of the Spanish Government to 
compromise Bussi’s claim. They have been 
told of an agent recently dispatched to Ire- 
land to look after the adopted American cit- 
izens in that country. And all this in less 
than four months. The duties of the Secre- 
tary of State’s office have, in short, been dis- 
patched promptly and vigorously, as they 
were not during Mr. Evarts’ incumbency; 
and yet Mr. Blaine has been as wise, as 
judicious, and far more successful than his 
predecessor.

T. J. Gourp, a retired business-man of 
London, was murdered in one of the car- 
riages of a passenger-train on the London & 
Brighton Railway Monday under circum- 
stances which recall the murder of Briggs 
by Miiller some years ago. The body of the 
murdered man was thrown out of a window 
of the carriage, and was found in a tunnel 
through which the train passed. The car- 
riage was occupied by Gould, a person who 
gave the name of Arthur Lefroy, but whose 
real name is Henry Mapleton, and who is 
said to be a newspaper reporter, and a third 
person whose name is unknown. Lefroy left 
the train at Croydon, a station near London, 
and presented himself to the police, whom 
he called on to assist him in dressing the 
wounds received in the struggle with the 
murdered man. He told the police that he 
received his wounds by knocking against 
windows and sharp corners of the carriage 
while intoxicated. A bribe of half a dollar 
induced the policeman to believe the story. 
The London detectives are now on the look- 
out for Lefroy, or Mapleton, who, it is 
thought, has escaped to France or the United 
States. hey pre also looking for Mapletog’s 
companion. e murder, taken in connec- 
tion with the Briggs murder and the Col. 
Baker outrage, goes to show that the English 
railroad companies might with advantage 
copy the American system, in the matter of 
passenger cars at least. 


THE NEXI SPEAKERSHIP. 

Tne TripuNxe’s Washington dispatches 
indicate that the canvass for the next Speak- 
ership of the House of Representatives has 
already begun, and that at least one of the 
eandidates—Mr. Keifer, of Ohio—is in Wash- 
ington to seize u members-elect as they 
visit that city to look after the interests of 
their constituents in the Departments. It is 

ot probable that much headway can be 
made by work in Washington during the hot 
summer months, but something ought to be 
done by the Republican managers in the way 
of reducing the number of candidates and 
preparing for concentration when the time 
for election shall come around. It is a great 
piece of folly for States individuaHy to urge 
some candidate simply because he is a resi- 
dent of one State instead of another. Butif 
the West wants to elect a candidate, the Con- 
gressmen from the Western States must 
unite upon an able and available 
man and push his interests. Other- 
wise Mr. Hiscock, of New York, will start 
out with such an overpowering strength that 
he will be pretty sure to win the prize. His- 
cock is a man of character, good ability, and 
elements of popularity. Ile is sure to prove 
a formidable candidate in any case, and his 
strength will be notably increased by a 
division of the Western delegations among a 
number of candidates on a State basis. 

Mr. John A. Kasson is the sort of man 
upoimwhom the Western members ought to 
combine, and his election would satisfy Re- 
publicans of all sections. He has a broader 
National! reputation than any of the members 
who are now talked of, and also better 
qualifications for the office. He is an old 
member of Congress, having served with dis- 
tinction in the Thirty-eighth, Thirty-ninth, 
Forth-third, and Forty-fourth Congresses, and 
during his Congressional service he ac- 
guired an intimate knowledge of parliament- 
ary forms and practices which his associates 
universally conceded. This acquirement is 
one of the first requisits for a good Speaker. 
At the same time his absence from the coun- 
try during the past four years as Minister to 
Austria has separated him from all recent 
political complications, and he would enter 
upon the duties of Speaker witnout prej- 
udices or preferences. He was elected to 
the present Congress from the Seventh lowa 
District during his absence over a coalition 
candidate of the Democrats and Greenbackers, 
who had carried the district two yearsbefore, 
and his majority of nearly 3,500 votes under 
such circumstances sufficiently stamps his 
popu larity am ong his own people. 

The other gentlemen who are named as 
aspirants for the Speakership do not compare 
favorably with Mr. Kasson in their fitness 
for that particular place, thou o therwise 
useful members. Mr. Keifér’s Congres- 
sional experience only runs back four 
years in all. During the last session it 
was well known that he cherished the 
ambition to succeed Garfield as leader of the 
Republican side, but he failed to develop the 
peculiar attributes necessary to that work, 
which fell upon Mr. Conger, of Michigan. 
Keifer is not alert enough in parliamentary 
affairs to make a model Speaker. Robeson 
isa brilliant member of Congress. He isa 
good constitutional lawyer and effective de- 
bater, but no man in the House gets more 
hopelesly tangled up in the snarls incident 
to the incessant points of order that are 
raised. Mr. Hubbell is a good business mem- 
ber, but we think does not serivusly aspire 
to the Speakership. Messrs Reed, Burrows, 
and Orth réally stand ne chance to be elected. 
The present outlook is, that the contest wil! 
be narrowed down to Kasson and Hiscock, 
and in such an event the former ought to be 
prefe first because he is a Western myn, 
and, ndly, because he is 1 
ter suited to the posi tion. 

There is now no reasonable doubt that the 
Republicans will elect the Speaker. Unless 
one or both the existing vacancies from the 
seats resigned by Messrs. Frye and Morton 
shall be filled by the Democrats, the Repub- 


|] leans Will have a clear majority of one over 


Democrats, Greenbackers, and Independ- 
ents combined. But it is already “assured 
that Speer, of Georgia, will vote with tne 
Republicans, as Mahone did in the Senate;

—_—_————— 
EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 

Two hundred and fifty years ago Milton’s 
idea of education was that course of study 
“which fits a man to perform justly, skilifully, 
and maguanimously all the offices, private 
and public, both of peace and war.” It is 
evident that few persons, judged by this high 
standard, could have been learned, even in 
those days, when the “offices” of life were 
so few as compared with those of the present 
time. But, judging scholars by Milton’s 
standard, no man is learned now. Even the 
professions, law and medicine, which, with 
theology, monopolized nearly all the learn- 
ing of two and a half centuries ago, are now 
subdivided into branches, and a lifetime is 
consumed in mastering the mysteries of a 
single branch. But it is no longer possfble 
to achieve prominence in business circles 
without learning. The domain of the prac- 
tical arts has become so extended and the di- 
versification of industries is now so great 
that a special education is absolutely essen- 
tial to marked success in any department of 
skilled labor. It is this fact that gives rise 
to the demand growing more and more im- 
perative from day to day fora radical reform 
in educational methods. 

Under the old system of association of 
trades or departments of labor and business 
—the hand-work system—there was an op- 
portunity for the development in the boy of 
whatis called, for want ot a better word, 
* gumption.“ Every boy, whether in shop, 
store, or elsewhere, had his tasks varied, and 
hence was not compelled to sacrifice toa 
single set of muscles and brain func- 
tions all other physical and mental pow- 
ers. But with the almost inlinit subdivision 
of labor, both mental and manual, which 
now prevalls, there is a tendency to the ab- 
normal development of asingle physical or 
mental function at the expense of all other 
powers of the body and mind. Itis in view 
of this tendency that Mr. Edward Atkinson 
is moved to say that, unless we devise better 
methods of industrial training, our almost 
automatic mills and machine-shops will be- 
come mental stupefactories.”’ 

The savage child is to-day, thoroughly 
and exhaustively, just what he will be re- 
quired to do when le shall become a man,— 
to hunt, fish, and fight,—and he is to-day 
nothing else. Nothing is wasted on the edu- 
cation of the savage; hence each savage is 
made as nearly the equal of all other savages 
as possible. Theancient system of education 
was modeled on that of the savage. But it 
was purely theoretical, intended to equip 
pupils for law, medicine, theology, and 
philasophy. The savage is practical; the 
civilized ancient was a theorist. ‘The savage 
system embraced the entire community; the 
ancient system necessarily ignored the many, 
aiming to establish an aristocracy of learn- 
ing, consisting of a few choice spirits. The 
moderns have undertaken to combine the 
two systems,—that of the savage with that 
of the civilized ancients. The college and 
the university perpetuate the system ot ithe 
aucients, while the common school is in- 
tended to confer upon all the privileges of 
education. But the common school does not 
furnish the boy with what he most needs. 
At best it fits him to enterahigher grade 
of private school or college. It does nothing 
toward developing a love of labor in the boy, 
—nothing to fit him for the ordinary pur- 
suits of life. It does not teach him how to 
do the thing which, in ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred, he will be required to do 
when he shall have arrived at man’s estate. 
It may develop in him a thirst for more and 
higher intellectual training, but in a vast 
majority of cases his means will not allow 
him to gratify this thirst. But in an inverse 
ratio the very thirst fog intellectual acquire- 
ments will breed in his mind a contempt for 
manual labor. The savage educational sys- 
tem produces content because it teaches 
nothing that it is unnecessary for the pupil 
to know; the common-school system breeds 
discontent because it fails to teach the pupil 
what he will be required to know in the oc- 
cupation he is destined to follow; and this 
discontent is increased by the circumstance 
of his having received a superficial intel- 
lectual training just sufficient to stimulate 
his ambition in a direction which, as a rule, 
he is unable to proceed. 

We are training no American crafts- 
men!” exclaims Mr. Atkinson. Of course 
we are not. Why? because there is noth- 
ing in our common-school system to stimu- 
late and develop a love of labor. Our boys 
“learn allabout the planetary systems and 
cannot tell the size of a brick.” A common 
remark is, “That boy has a fine education, 
but no horse seyse,”’—and this in a country 
where horse sense“ is a better passport to 
success than familiarity with systems of 
philosophy. Every American boy emerges 
from school with a conviction that he may 
climb the ladder which leads to the. Presi- 
dency, but it does not occur to him that an 
excellent preliminary step would be to learn 
how to construct a steam-engine. Ile tries 
to keep his hands clean all the time lest he 
soil the paper on which his messages to Con- 
gress are destined to be inscribed, and hence 
he never has occasion to send a message to 
Congress, 

A vast majority of our people are employed 
in the practical arts, and distinction in every 
department of labor now depends upon sci- 
entific education. Without technical educa- 
tion of manual training the laborer of the fut- 
ure cannot hope to rise above the grade ofa 
piece of automatic machinery. IIe falls into 
the routine of the shop like a cog or lever 
moved by steam. And this is what Mr. At- 
kinson means when he says: “Our almost 
automatic mills and machine-shops will be- 
come mental stupefactories.”’ 

To avert this dire mistortune our common 
schools must be made institutions for man- 
ual as well as intellectual training. They 
must inculcate the dignity of labor not by 
precept merely, but by example. It is not 
enough that schools of teehnology, polytech- 
nic institutes, and manual training schools 
are being established here and there by pri- 
vate subscription. The supply of these 
classes of education is only a dropin the 
bucket of public demand. Technical ed- 
ucation and manual training in the 
tools of all mechanical trades must 
be made part of the general public educa- 
tional system. In our city high-schools we 
now fit boys for college. In those schools 
we must fit them for trades and the colleges 
of art. When this shall have become the 
fashion of the day in education there wili be 
thousands of high-school graduates with a 
grand passion for mechanical pursuits,—boys 
with more curiosity on the subject of the ex- 
pansive force of steam than on the subject 
of * Greek roots,“ with more ambition to in- 
vent something useful to mankind than to 
learn how to draw a bill in chancery, with a 
stronger desire to discover a new secret in 
electricity than to carry off a prize for the 
best Latin oration. There is a splendid field 
for this elass of graduates, but it is a humil- 
iating fact that on the part of professional 
educators connected directly with the com- 
mon-school system of the country scarcely 
any effort is being made to turn out such 
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graduates. The columns of Tux TIumunn 
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‘are open fora discussion of the subject of 
reform in education, Let us hear from “ Ped 
A. Gog.” Recently we gave him space for 
numerous questions indicating his want of 
faith in manual trainimg and the kindergar- 
ten. If he is opposed to any change in the 
existing system of public schools he should 
say so. If he thinks the possession of some 
degree of manual dexterity by the public- 
school graduates would injure their pros- 
pects in the battle of life he should say 80. 
and give the reasons which induce the opinion. 
Let him have the courage of his convictions. 
If our common-school system is perfect 
“Ped A. Gog” ought to be able to prove it. 
If it is not perfect he ought not only to ad- 
mit it, but urge its reform. If the common 
schools teach everything the boys need to 
know they are perfect. If they omit to teach 
something that boys ought to know, which 
they might teach, then they are proper sub- 
jects of immediate reform. 

WOMEN AS “BUSINESS MEN.” 

„Gall Hamilton,” who became in a certain 
sense one of the sponsors for The Ladies’ 
Deposit“ fraud in Boston, makes a labored 
but rather feeble attemptin the July Atlantic, 
if not precisely to defend that institution, at 
least to deny that the history of the swindle 
does not illustrate or emphasize the business 
incapacity of women. It is especially unfort- 
unate for Miss Dodge that her article is fol- 
lowed by a graphic exposition of the defunct 
Boston cohcern from the pen of Mr. Henry 
A. Clapp, whose article shows that Mrs. 
Howe's “ Ladies’ Bank was one of the 
most transparent frauds ever practiced upon 
feminine gullibility. This circumstance, 
taken in connection with the facts that Gail 
Hiamilton”’ became one of the depositors as 
a proxy fot a friend, and also that Gail 
llamilton” is one of the most self-reliant 
and experienced of women, and one who has 
never leaned upon any horrid man for coun- 
sel and support, is a stronger argument 
against the generic capacity of women for 
business than Miss Dodge could furnish on 
the other side if she had taken up the entire 
magazine which su charitably extended her 
the space for her own and her sex’s defense. 

Mrs. Llowe, who is now under sentence to 
the Penitentiary for obtaining money under 
false pretenses, started a bank for ladies ex- 
clusively. She started out by offering to pay 
2 per cent a week in advance on moneys de- 
posited with her, and afterwards changed 
the rate to 8 per cent amonth, payable every 
three months in advance. In other words, 
she offered, allowing for the tax of prepay- 
ment, from 100 to 125 ver cent per annum for 
the use of money intrusted to her, and gave 
her customers the privilege of withdrawing 
their funds on any day except Sunday. The 
very announcement of any such purpose 
should have been enough to warn a person 
with common intelligence and honest in- 
stincts that the scheme was a swindle. The 
pretense of a charity fund at the back of 
the enterprise was so gauzy that a child 
ought to have been able to see through it, 
for if anybody could afford to pay 
over 100 per cent for the use of money at a 
time when money was a drug upon the mar- 
ket at 5 per cent, it would not be the agent or 
dispenser of charities. But there were other 
circuinstances which stamped the enterprise 
as fraudulent. A somewhat similar scheme 
had been exploited only afew years before 
in Miinich by one Adele Spitzeder, an ex- 
actress, and the explosion thereof had been 
enough of a sensation to span two continents. 
Mrs. Howe herself was a vulgar, illiterate 
person, who had been a fortune-teller and 
adventuress, and had once before been sen- 
tenced to a year’s imprisonment in the very 
same community. There was positively 
nothing plausible about the suspicious in- 
ducement which she held out to women, and 
yet her deposits ran up to $500,000 before the 
exposure and ¢rash came, and her list of vie- 
tims included, as Mr. Clapp says, many ladies 
of good social position, some teachers, and a 
few artists and authors. Even Gail Hamil- 
ton“ went into it for the “benefit” of a 
friend. 

Mrs. Howe baited her net with a certain 
exclusiveness which is always attractive to 
women. She extended the advantages of 
her system only to “single ladies, old and 
young.” This qualification was general 
enough to admit Gail Hamilton.” She 
would not receive less than $200 nor more 
than $1,000 at any one time. No person 
owning a house was permitted to make a Ue- 
posit. That exclusion was probably safe, be- 
cause women owning houses were not so 
likely to be gulled. The mystery about the 
management of the bank’s affairs was proba- 
bly attractive to the women. Mrs. Howe re- 
fused to give any information as to the use 
made of the money placed in her hands, but 
contented herself with saying she did not 
solicit deposits“ and gave no references.” 
The result was that women borrowed money 
at 6 per cent per annum from their friends in 
order to deposit it with Mrs. Howe at the 
rate of 2 per cent per week. So shrewd a 
business-woman as “Gail Hamilton?“ ap- 
parently approved of such a transaction as 
a sharp financial operatiog. The factis, Mrs. 
Howe made no 22 of the moneys left 
with her. The deposits came in fast enough 
from the poor dupes to enable her to prepay 
regularly the preposterous interest she 
offered and to give her funds for living in 
style at the expense of others. That was all 
there was to it. 

This swindle would have thrived much 
longer than it did if it had not been for the 
alertness of one newspaper in exposing it and 
the persistence of another in following it up 
from day to day until the officers of justice 
took it in hand, and a day's run smashed it. 
It is possible, though hardly credible, that 
the same number and class of men could 
have been cheated by a similar institution, 
taking out the thin pretext of charity and 
adding some more plausible feature; but, 
in such case, there is no doubt that the vic- 
tims of the fraud would have been con- 
demned as dishonest. Few people could be in- 
duced to believe that a sane man would expect 
to get over 100 per cent for the use of his mon- 
ey in any legitimate banking business. The 
general impression would be that men de- 
positing money with such a concern wel 
willing to wink at the palpable fraud under- 
lying it, and take the chance of profiting by 


“the dishonest manipulations ot the managers. 


It would not be fair to jump to the same 
conclusion with regard to wamen. Women 
have not always the strictest notions of in- 
tegrity in business transactions, but when 
they are dishonest it is generally in a petty 
way, while dishonest men operate on the 
wholesale plan. But it te fair to conclude 
that The Ladies’ Deposit“ in Boston is a 
striking illustration of feminine incapacity 
for business affairs,—a trait which is con- 
stantly manifésting itself in everyday life. 
Women proceed in business matters, as a 
rule, upon sentiment, whether it be con- 
fidence or mistrust. They rely largely on 
their intuition, which is a good guide in 
many other relations of life, but not safe in 
business. They can well afford to bear up 
under adeficiency of business shrewdness, 
however, in view of the numerous other 
advantages they have over the sterner and 
more sordid sex,

Not the slightest. On the contrary, it natur- 
ally comes easier,—for now we spell as we pro- 
nounce. Here is a book with not a single error 
in the last composition. Here is another with 
only one. It is only a year since the orders came 
from Berlin, and yet every school in the land is 
teaching the new method. Clerks fresh from 
the schools will adopt it in their writing; public 
vtlicers may use nothing else; ail pubtic doou- 
ments appear in it; and its very recognition and 
enforcement by the Government will give it a 
powerfulimpetus. Itisa great blessing to 
school-children and to the language as weil; and 
when you English do the same thing with your 
own speech, and free it from such a wortbless 
army of straggling, do-notbing letters, noth 
can prevent the fulfillment of the prophecy o 
our own Jacob Grimm, who said t English 
would become the universal language. 

In commenting on this letter the Boston Jour- 
nal manifests a decided disposition to join in 
the movement for spelling reform in this coun- 
try. It says: 

An interesting point in the very interesting 
letter we publish to-day, in continuation of the 
series concerning the German schools, is that 
which relates to the speiling-reform in Ger- 
many. Inourown country @ little, though it is 
but very little, has been done by lar con- 
sent, and we bave completely discarded the let- 
ter wu“ in the spelling of such words as 
“color,” “labor,” and all of that class. There 
is u growing tendency also to discard double let- 
ters when it can be done, and we find such words 
as “councilor,” “traveling,” and so forth, al- 
most as frequently as we find “councilior, 
„ travelling,” and the like. Such reforms here, 
however, are the resuit of popular opinion, 
while the reform in Germany isa Government 
idea and will be speedily accomplisbed. The 
principle undertying it is the discarding of all 
useless letters, and the method of forwarding it 
is to require the retormed spelling to ve used iu 
the preparation of public documents and to be 
taught in the public schools. Asa result the 
old method ot spelling will pass away as the 
present and succeeding generations come to the 
front. 

The Journal does not fully state the progress 
making In the direction of spelling-reform in 
this country. There is not only a tendency” 
to discard double letters in such words as ** coun- 
cillor,”” * travelling,” ete., but the spelling of 
these words with one ! bas become almost un- 
versal in America. “Traveling’’ and coun- 
cilor” are the recognized spellings. The next 
step will be to discard the whole brood of double 
consonants when one is silent, as in shall,” 
“will,” “well,” “sell,” fall.“ wall.“ ball,“ 
“add,” “egg,” glass,“ pull,“ “success,” 
‘‘express,”” mess.“ pass.“ discuss.“ etc., 
etc. Wespell “gas.” alas.“ yes, full“; 
why not also » glas,.“ “bies,” “ful,” l.“ 
wily’ etc.? 


OnE of the questions distracting the Dem- 
ocratic mind in Ott is free trade.

GREAT BRITAIN. 

HORRIBLE MURDER ON A RAILWAY TRAIN. 

Lonpon, June 27.—When Brighton 
Railway express-train was stopped for 
the collection of tickets outside of Bright- 
named Arthur 
Lefroy was found in one of the 
carriages wounded on the head and 
bleeding. He reported that his fellow-trav- 
elers were acountryman and an old gentle- 
man; that shortly after passing Croydon he 
heard a shot, and was stunned. The police 
found several bullets imbedded in the car- 
riage, and in Balcontbe Tunnel they found 
the corpse of T. J. Gould, a retired business- 
man, who had been to London to collect div- 
idends, with his throat cut. He was also 
stabbed in various places. Only a pocket- 
book, containing his cards, was found on his 
person. Lefroy, after having his wounds 
dressed, started for London. Notice has 


deen issued stating that he will be accused of 
the murder of Gould. He is a newspaper 
reporter, aged 22 years. 


FURTHER DISCLOSURES 
concerning the murder committed in a car- 


riage on the line of the London & Brighton 


Railway are most sensational. They recall 
the incidents connected with the murder of 
Mr. Briggs by a German named Müller, un- 
der almost similar circumstances. Mr. 
Briggs was traveling by rail to London, and 
chanced to be the only occupant of the car- 
riage except Miller, who killed him, and 
** robbed him to the hat.“ and made his way 
to Liverpool, and thence to the United 
States, where he was arrested while wearing 
the hat of the murdered man. He was 
brought back to England, tried, and executed.

The murderer came as far 
as Croydon, a station a few miles out of Lon- 
don, near the Crystal Palace. Here he left 
the train, and with ‘astounding audacity 
called one of the police officers on duty at 
station to his aid. His face was wounded 
and bleeding, and his clothing was torn. He

HAD BEEN ON A LITTLE SPREE, 

had drank too much, and had injured him- 
self by attempting to walk about in the car- 
riage when the train was in rapid mo- 
tion. His plausible manner so imposed 
upon the police, and he backed it 
up so well by a douceur of half a crown, 
that one of them assisted him from the 
station toa house near Croydon, which he 
said was his home. In the morning when the 
condition of the carriage in which the mur- 
der was committed had been seen upon its 
arrivai in London, and the news of the find- 
ingof the body of the murdered man had 
been received, the tardy ‘suspicions of the 
police were excited, and they went to Le- 
froy’s N only to discover that the bird 
had flowa, leaving no trace of his exit or 
scent of his whereabouts. The policeman 
then remembered that Lefroy bore on his 
person marks of having been 

ENGAGED LN A SEVERE FIGHT; 

that his throat was scratched and wounded, 
and that there were marks as of a pistol- 
wound in his head. It has been ascertained, 
however, that he is the possessor of a gold 
watch numbered 16,261, made by Grifliths, 
the celebrated watchmaker of London. Fur- 
ther information states that the railway por- 
ters at Brighton say that three men were 
in the carriage—Mr. Gould, Lefroz, and 
aliother man, whom they took to be a 
countryman and friend of Lefroy. No trace 
has been discovered of this third man. A 
more careful search of the line has resulted 
in the discovery of a collar belonging to the 
murdered man. His watch and £40 which he 
is known to have had in his pocket are mis- 
sing. The watch numbered as above was the 
property of Mr. Gould, It is supposed that 
the murderer will endeavor to escape to 
France or the United States. A description 
of him has been telegraphed to all the out- 
going ports. The imbecility of the police at 
Croydon has excited great indignation. 

THE MURDER EXCTYES INTENSE INTEREST. 
It appears the real name of Lefroy, who is 
suspected of the murder, is Henry Mapleton. 
The police brought him from Brighton to 
Croydon, and then allowed him to go home. 
Later in the evening the police authorities 
were in possession of the facts which in- 
duced them to order his arrest. On their 
arrival.at Lefroy’s house, at Wallington, 
they found he had left by some exit in the 
rear of the building, and has not been heard 
of since. The murdered man, Gould, was in 
the habit of traveling on the train in ques- 
tion. Some articles, such as Hanoverian 
tokens, were found on the person of Lefroy, 
and also beside the murdered man, which, it 
1% thought, will implicate Lefroy in the

In view of the reassembling of the Mone- 
tary Conference on Thursday next the

STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION. 

CINCINNATI, June 23.—The steamer Phae- 
ton exploded her boilers a short distance 
above Maysville, Ky., at 1:30 this afternoon, 
and is a total wreck. The lost are Cash 
Naylor, engineer, of Manchester, O.; Samuel 
Reynolds, porter, of Maysville; Joseph Carr, 
deckhand (colored), Maysville; and Joseph 
Miller, deck-sweep. A passenger, name un- 
known, is supposed to be lost. Among the 
injured are D. B. Smith, of Cincinnati; Bas- 
com Cooper, of Manchester; M. R. McAr- 
thur, of Chicago; Tim Seevers, fireman, fa- 
tally; and John Conn, of Marietta. Most of 
them are slightly injured. The Phae- 
ton was a small sidewheel steamer 
in the local trade between Vance- 
burg and Manchester, valued at $5,000, 
A Maysville special saysthe steamer Wild- 
wood, which went to the relief of the 
Phaeton, returned, bringing all that could be 
ascertained of the accident. The Phaeton 
and Handy left Maysville together, and be- 
gan racing, when the Phaeton’s boiler ex- 
ploded. The steamers were in the middie 
of the river and close together. The direc- 
tion of the explosion was to the rear, and this 
saved the passengers, who were mainly in 
the front cabin. Everything above the 
water-line of the boat was com- 
pletely torn off. The Handy, though 
disabled by having. her chimneys 
knocked down, went on up theriver. She 
took several passengers who were hurt, 
names unknowm. McArthur, of Chitago, a 
salesman, was badly cut. James Torrons, a 
commercial traveler from Pittsburg, was 
blown into the river and lost his valise, but 
was himself rescued. The unknown passen- 
ger who is supposed to be lost is a lady who 
got aboard in the Fifth Ward at Maysville. 
The cabin register being lost, it is difficult to 
tell whether all the casualties are known. 


WHOLESALE POISONING. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., June B.- A most re- 
markable instance of wholesale poisoning 
by eating bologna sausage came to light to- 
day. It appears that on Sunday a party of 
thirteen Hungarians, who are employed in 
the mines of Coxe Brothers & Co., at Drifton, 
went to Hazelton, in this county, and when 
they arrived there they visited several sa- 
loons kept by a low class of Polanders. 
About Il o’clock they brought up at a cheap 
restaurant, where they consumed a quagtity 
of bologna sausage, and, as the saloonkeeper 
asserts, drank unsparingly of water. When 
the crowd left the place shortly after 
they presented a pitiable sight. Some 
of them staggering and wheeling about like 
men terribly overcome with intoxicants. 
They continued to move along in the direc- 
tion of Mount Pleasant. <A short distance 
from Hazelton, near this town, the landlord 
of a Hazelton hotel, named Cotter, aceom- 
panied by a butcher, discovered three of the 
Hungarians lying in the road some distance 
from each other, and apparently in a dying 
condition. Only one of them made any signs 
of life, and he vivlently beat his stomach in 
token that he was suffering severe abdominal 
pain. The two men hurried on to Mount 
Pleasant for aid. When they reached that 
village they found a large crowd gathered 
around tour men of the Hungarians, who 
had managed to reelinto the streets of the 
town, where they dropped at intervals, en- 
tirely exhausted and in greatagony. The 
people were administering milk and other 
antidotes, Medical aid was summoned, and 
upon the arrival of Dr. Fruit, a well-known 
physician, pronounced the men badly 
— Powerful emetics were given the 
sufferers. A conveyance had been sent for 
the three men seen by the landlord, and 
they were an vy to town and 
placed under the Doctor's care. 
The people worked all night with 
the seven cases, and yesterday morning there 
were evidences that some of them would not 
recover. Scouting parties were sent into the 
woods to find the missing six, as one of the 
men, who revived sufficiently to speak, said 
that the whole party of thirteen left Hazle- 
ton together. About 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning two of the missing Hungarians 
were discovered near each other, lying with 
their faces down, in violent contortions. 
They were some distance from the main 
roa in the woods, and, as a severe 
storm had passed over during the night, 
their clothes were wet through. These were 
taken to Mount Pleasant and cared for. Up 
to a late hour yesterday morn no tid 
had been received of those who had gone in 
search of the other four. It was ascertained 
that, besides eating the sausage, the Hungari- 
ans had been indulging in diluted alcohol as 
a beverage. The Doctor is of the opinion, 
however, that the poison was contained in 
the bologna. He has a quantity in his pos- 
session, and will make a chemical examina- 
tion of it at once. Late information to-night 
is to the effect that five of the poisoned Hun- 
gariaus are dead. 


UNDER THE WHEELS.

THE CINCINNATI SAENGERFEST. 

The last Sdingerfest was held at Cincinnati, 
June 11-15, 1879, being the twenty-first, the Cen- 
tral Committee being composed as follows: 
President, John Grassius; Vice-President, Joel 
Steinberg: Recording Secretary, Albert Bet- 
tinger; Corresponding . Secretary, Bartno 
Meyer; Finance Secretary, Elias Guthardt: 
Treasurer, August Brueggeman. One of the 
most important Committees, that on Music, was 
Cari Barus, Otto Singer, Ed Berghauser, William 
Fehr. Otto Anner, George Beinert, William Koch. 
The Directors were Cari Barus, Chief, who had 
led in four pre s Singerfests; Otto Singer, 
now connected wtth the Musical College in Cin- 
cinnati; Michaei Brand, vow the leader of the 
Cincinnati Orchestra;: Arthur Mees, a well- 
known Onio musician; and William Ekert, a 
director in many organizations. Mr. Henry G. 
Andres, one of the leading teachers of 
Cincinnati, was the organist. The soloists 
upon this occasion were Mme. Melita Otto- 
Alvsieber, of Dresden, Miss Josephine Jones- 
Yorke, Miss Emma Hickle, and Miss Helene 
Balatka, since deceased, sopranos; Mrs. Flora 
Miller (formerly “vf Chicago). and Miss Emma 
Cranch, altos; lexander Bischoff and Car! 
Fritsch, tenors; and Franz Kemmertz and X. 
W. Whitney, bassos. The solo pianist was 
Adolph Carpe, and the Ciacinnati orchestra 
furnished the nuvieus of the instrumental 
forces.

THE LAST CHICAGO FEST. 

The last meeting of the Sängerbund in Chi- 
cago,was held June 17-21, 1868, and for purposes 
ot comparison, some reference te the proceed- 
ings aud programs will be of interest. The Fest 
was held in the Wabash Avenue Rink. Fifty- 
eight societies, representing 1.200 singers, par- 
ticipated, under the leadership of Mr. Balatka. 
The opening day was devoted almost exclu- 
sively to recitations of delegates, processions, 
wefeoming speeches, orations, und preseutations 
of tags, the only musical features being tne 
* Jubel Overture” of Weber, the overture to 
Mendelssoboun's Athalia.“ the German Sung, 
and American National Hymn. The program 
for the isth inciuded the overture to Kienzi *’; 
Ou the open sea. baritone solo, by Mr. Steins; 
e priests of Baal,” solo, by Mme. Lumley; the 
andante from Ulrichs Triumphal Sym- 
phony’; German People’s Prayer,” solo 
quartet, by the New York Arion; a coaverio for 
pano, by Von Gumpert: Hymu ot Melody,” 
by New York® Arion; aria, “Non piu 
mesta.”” by Mme. Lumley; “The Linden 
‘Tree,’ by Schubert; and War March” 
and “Battle Hymu from “Rienzi.” On the 
ivth the program included Beethoven's Seventh 
Sympouny; a solo, by the New York Männerchor: 
Aria, “Che faro senza,” from Eurydice,“ by 
Mme. Lumley; * Waat is the German's Father- 
laudt ; adagio and rondo for cello, by Mullea- 
bauer: solo, by Mr. Steins; Jubel Overture and 
solo, by St. Louis Arion. On the th a matinée 
was given, at which the following program was 
perturmed: Overture to Der Freischütz; 
On the Open Sea, by the New York Lieder- 
kraus; Frayer from Der Freischütz. by 
Miss Küntze; violin solo, by Wenzel Kopta; solo 
and chorus, by the fulfulo Liederkranz; aria 
from “The Magic Flute,“ by Mr. Weinlich: 
“Hymn to Muse,“ by the New York Arion: 
overture to Rien; Aria, Pro Pecvatis,”’ 
by Miss Pickett; aria, Luci darem, by Charlies 
Walter; “March and Battie Hymn,” from 
*“Kienzi.”” Ine entertainments closed with a 
picnic on the Zist. The immense distance be- 
tween these programs and those of the present 
Fest does not need more chan a reference.

THE PRESENT FEST. 

From the historical sketch of the present 
Festival, as printed in the official program book, 
we take the following extract, wifico gives the 
points of most mterest: 

It may be doubted whether ever a similar en- 
terprice was bexun under more untavoraue 
“auspices. At a meeting of the deiegutes in 
Cineinonati the representatives of the Chicago 
sovieties only after repeated protests had re- 
luctantly agreed to abide by the unanimous de- 
cision ot the other delegates, to select Chicago 
4s the city in which the next festival shuuld vu 
held. Their hes:tution was indeed tuilly justitied 
by the situation of affairs in Co.cago at that 
time, fur the German sing'ng sovieties had 
hardly any material necessary for the artistic 
»bjects of a great musical festival. Not oue of 
them bad a mixed chorus, a great mauy ot the 
better singers had eitner joined the American 
sucicties or had severed their connecuon with 
singing socicues. Thus their artistic avuiy oad 
4liuuui. hed in equal propordon witn their influ- 
ence with the public, and many of the most 


“prominent citizens looked without entbusiasm, 


without contdence, upon an euterprise, the 
linancial failure of woich seemed more than 
probabie under such circumstances. Neverthe- 
less, the Central Committee wus appointed soon 
after the Cincinnati festival, the leading men in 
sivgiug societies being weill uware that toe or- 
ganization vf the fesuval would be u long and 
au borious task that admitted of no deluy. in the 
first regular meeting of the Cevtral Committee 
Mr. Hans Baiatka was upanimeously appuinted 
Fostivai Conductor. His National reputadon as 
a musician, as well as his long experience us 
conductor of singing societies and festivais, 
made this a bxappy chuice. This has 
Also been proved by the fact that congratuia- 
tions upon his appointment were received from 
All the larger cities, and that Me. Balntka bus, 
Since nis appuintment, worked indefatigably us 
organizer of the festival und adviser of all the 
committees. in order to secure to the festival 
a solid tinancial basis, resting on the experience 
gathered at all the preceding festivals, Mr. Ba- 
Jatka procured the financimi plans, and official 
linancial statistics of tnese festivals. These 
Statistics were afterwards given to the Finaucial 
Committee for examination, and from them re- 
sulted the excellent tinaacial pian of the testi- 
val, The most difficult task, however. wus the 
organizing of the musical part of the festival, 
1. e., the founding ofa good mixed chorus. At 
first it seemed that the American socie- 
ties of Chicago would join che festival cuorus in 
a body, but when this hope was not realized, and 
ali turther delay seemed dungerous, Mr. Ba- 
Jutka resolved tu fouud a festival chorus, which 
snould be ludepeudeut of every other organiza- 
tion, and exist solely for the festivui. The 
mixed chorus of the Germania Männerchor 
about loo members), that had shortly before 
been organized, was to be the nucleus. The 
Tact that uearly every one of the 45) members 
of the festival chorus bad to be called ou per- 
sonally, iu order to be secured, will gwe a good 
idea of the realiy giguotic difficulty of sucu an 
undertaking. After three montns’ hard work, 
both day and night, the undertaking which so 
mauy bad pronounced duubtfu] was carried out 
successfully.

HANS BALATKA. 

Haus Balatka, the director of the Festival, was 
born March 5, 1828. at Hoffnungsthal, near Ol- 
mutz. in Moravia. His parents gave bim in- 
struction upon the piano ana violin and in sing- 
ing. lu his 12th year he went to the Gymnasium, 
or lower college, of Olmutz, where his fine alto 
voice and remarkable faculty of reading music 
at sight secured for him the position of alto 
singer in the cathedral. About this time be 
commenced the study of harmony apd compo- 
sition with Ritter von Dietrich, and in his léth 
year added the violoncello to his other instru- 
ments. in his 18th year, having already entered 
the University, he was uvanimvuusly elected con- 
ductor of the Acadcuiical Musical Society,w hich 
position he neld tor two years, giv ing, cach sen- 
son a reguiar series of concerts with marked 
success. ‘I'v complete his studies he revoved to 
the Uuiversity of Vienna. He continued his 
studies iu harmony With Sechter, in composition 
with Proch, and in voice-cuiture with the cele- 
braced Gentiluomo. 

The eventtul year of 1848, which revolutionized 
the nationality, revoludonized individuals ulso. 
At the time of the outbreak of the memorable 
revolution, Mr. Balatka chuse the United States 
for his fucuré home. He sailed from Hamburg 
April 21, 8d, and reached New York on the 2d 
ot the following June. Being undecided as tu 
his permanent location, he tollowed the advice 
of musical and literary friends iu that city aud 
made the Great West his home. At that carly 
day Chicago presented a very uninviting field 
in music; but Milwaukee possessed, in her lurge 
German populagon, elements of tbe highest 
culture and excellent musical ability, facts 
whico led him to locate in that city. He at ouce 
took a prominout piace lu music, and soon organ- 
ized che Musical Society, whica is, oven at this 
day, one of the most flourishing musical organ- 
izations in America. He alsotormed an excel- 
lent Quartet Club, and produced, during his 
stay in Milwaukee, many of the best works of 
art in chamber music, symphonics, overtures, 
vratorios, operas, and cantatas. 

In 1860 Mozart'smaster work. The Requiem.“ 
was announced tor performance iv Chicago, and 
intrusted to Mr. Balatkas care. The perform- 
ance was so successful that the leadmg musical 
people of Chicago united in the effort to induce 
him to settle permanently in the city. The 
effort was successful. 

Mr. Balatka conducted the Requiem Sept. 
1}, 1680, and on the lith of the same mouth had 
charge of the musical exercises at the dedica- 

on of Bryan Hall, in which, for the first 

ime in Chicago, he held the baton. 
His orchestral lubors were inaugurated with 
u Mozart Symphony, the Robespierre Overture, 
and the Grand Finale ot Weber's * Euryantbe.”’ 
Ou the 9th of October the Pailnarmonic Society. 
which had led a sickly existence of ten years, 
Was thoroughly reorgan.zed, and tbe conductor- 
ship wus given to Mr. Balatka. - For four or five 
years the concetts were the fashionable rage 
and were remarkably successful. 
populority began to wand. and, in 1868, the 80- 
ciety dissoived. in addition to the misccilaneous

Society. In 1864 be viayed the ‘ccilo in all of 
Mrs. Kloss! adimirable chamber concerts, con- 


Carpenter for the Musical Union, as well as 
their third production of Elijah.“ In 1865 he 
brought out Mendelssohn's * Ninety-Fifth 
Psalm and Rossini’s * Stabat Mater.“ and cou- 
ducted at a series of concerts given by Mrs. 
Emma Gillingham Bostwick. In 1566 be took 
the leadership of the Germania Männerchor, 
and gave summer-night festivais. In 1867 
his time was gccupied almost exclusive- 
ly with the concerts of the  Philbar- 
monic Society and the Männerchor. In 
1868 he conducted the great orchestra of the 
Singerfest, and gave Chicago such music as it 
had never heard before; and, in the same year, 
commenced his symphony concerts, which were 
devoted exciusiveiy to the production of music 
new to Chicago. In 1869 be coutinued his sym- 
phony concerts, and organized the Chicago Ora- 
torio Society, which orought out * The Crea- 
tion,.“ assisted by Mine. Parepa Kosa and Messrs, 
Nordblom and Rudviphsen. After the great 
fire be removed to St. Louis, where he con- 
ducted the Arion des Westen, and thence to 
Milwaukee, returnfng to Chicago where he has 
since resided as the leader of the Germania 
Minnerchog. 


MME. PESCHKA-LEUTNER. 

Mmme. Peschka-Leutner was born in Vienna 
and received her first instruction in singing 
from Heinrich Proch. She made her début at 
Breslau in 1856 as Agatha in “ Der Freisehiitz,”’ 
and afterwards played Alice. She next ap- 
peared at Dessau and sang there up to the time 
of her marriage with Dr. Peschka, of Vienna, in 
1861. In 1863 she appeared in the latter city with 
great success as Margaret of Valois and Isabel, 
and afterwards received instructions from Mme. 
Bockhuitz-Faiconi. Sue next appeared at Lem- 
berg and Darmstadt, and in 1888 at Leipsic, 
were she remained until 1576. In March, 1872, 
she saug in Eugland, where she was excellently 
received, and in the same year came to this 
country. In 1877 she went to Hamburg, where 
sho is at present engaged. In 1879 she reap- 
peared at Leipsic for a snort season, and played 
with great success the title role of Handel's 
* Almirs on the revivul of that opera. 
Grove’s new dictiona says of her: “Her 
voice, a soprano of great volume and 
extruordinary compass und agility, her 
good ¢xecuvuon combined with good acting. 
and ber agreeable appearance have made her 
very popular iu the principal cities of her own 
ccuntry, where she is an established favorig at 
feetivals and concerts as well as on the stage.“ 
Dr. saveis3.nann,one of the foremost crits of 
Germany, iu a letter sent to the Music Commit- 
tee of we Fest, written from Leip ic last April, 
Suys: I rejvice before all az the excellent ac- 
quisition which you have made in Mme. 
Peschka-Leutaer, tor a better Vuiueda it would 
be impossibie to find at the present day, and 
how this famous artist sings just such parts I 
have often witnessed with adwiration.” This 
reters to her sing. ng in The Death of Drusus.” 
Her appearance in this country, to which we 
have made reference, was at the Gigmore Jubi- 
lee in Boston for which Abt, Strauss, Arabella 
Goddard, and Bendel were also engaged. Her 
Singing at that time aroused a turore, though it 
wus confined to solo work in an aud.torum 
— times larger thau the Exposition Build- 
ug.

ANNIE LOUISE CARY. 

The name of Annie Louise Cary is a house- 
hold word in all musical circles. Whether in 
opera, in Oratorio, or in concert, few singers in 
this country have achieved greater fame or 
have made themselves more endeared to the 
public. So well known is this singer that it al- 
most seems superfious to give a sketch of her 
life, and yet there are probably few who are 
acquainted with the earlier steps by which she 
rose to her present fame. 

Miss Cary was born in Wayne, Kennebec 
County, Maine, and is the youngest of six chil- 
dren, all of whom wo had more or less musical 
talent. Her father was a physician of éocal 
repute, and when Miss Car 1 
moved to Gorham. 
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C. Deacon, whom she considered the best of ber 
teachers, In 1867 she accepted an eugagoment 
to go to Copenhagen with an Italian opera com- 
pany, her tirst appearance baving been made in 
the rote of Azucena, in » Trovatore,” with great 
success, She remained in that city until the 
following March, when she was engaged by Mr.

She then signeda new 
contract with Strakosettfor Stockholm tor tho 
following winter. Her success there was 80 
marked that she received and accepted an en- 
gagement at the Royal Swedish Opera-tiouse, 
she singing in Itahah and the rest of the troupe 
in Swedish, and was also presented to the King. 
After a few concerts in some of the principal 
Swedish towns, and afew nights ot Opera, she 
weut to Brussels fora short season of Italian 
opera under the direction of M. Couton. The 
Belgians were so enthusiastic over her that she 
obtuined a three years’ eugagement. During 
the winter of 1870 she sang occasionally in con- 
certs in London, and iu the fall of hat year re- 
turned to this country iu a concert troupe with 
Nilsson, Verger, the baritone, Brignoli, and 
Vieuxtempa, under the management of Jarrett, 
now Sarah Bernburdt’s agent. Her success in this 
country, and especially in Chicazo, is welt 
known to all our readers, and she im- 
mediately thereafter went into opera with 
the Strakosches, and made a reputa- 
tion which will always be remembervd 
During the last two seasons she has been under 
Mapleson’s management. Since 187) she bus 
also made a second tour in Europe, ber season 
in St. Petersburg espectatly baying been one of 
unusual Driiliancy. During the last few ycars 
sbe has created two roles in this country, 
Amreris in Aida” and Ortrud in Lohengrin, 
which have added greatly to her fame. Like 
the lamented Parepa, her triumphs have not 
been contined to opera, Asa batiad-siuger she 
bas had few equals. Inoratorio she bas made 
great successes, while in large festivals, like 
those in Cincinnati, the Handel and Haydon of 
Boston, and the late festgul in New York, she 
acquitted herself with splendid results. Sue 
has sung also in numberless minor concerts, for 
she is onc of that class of singers who is never 
ide. What she is at present every one knows, 
and the managers of the Fest have shown good 
judgment in securing her. Noartist could re- 
vcive a more royal welcome.

MYRON W. WHITTNEY. 

No festival would be—perhaps no festival in 
this country could be—complete without the 
basso, Myron W. Whitney. From the very com- 
mencement of his long and brilliant career bis 
name has been identified with testivais, for 
which Els voice and style are peculiarly adapted. 
He is perhaps, all things considered, the best of 
living oratorio busses, and his talent is su- 
cientiy comprehensive to enable bim to shine 
with equal lustre in the performance of nearly 
all works of the large und dignitied class. 

He was born at Ashby, Mass., Sept. 5, 1837. He 
did not commence the study of music until he 
was 20 years ot age, but, contrary to the usual 
rule, be made such rapid progress that two 
yeurs afterwards he sang the bass solos in a 
pertormance ot the “ Messiah at the Tremont 
Temple iu Boston. 
and concerts tur ten yeurs with great success, 
be went to Italy and resumed his study with the 
maestro Luigi Vanueccini, the director of the 
Koyal Pergola Theatre in Florence. After com-

HOME GATHERINGS, 
LAKE FREIGHTS. 

There were not many vessels offering yester- 
day, though quite a number lay at the docks, 
but are not yet ready to load, and with the ad- 
vancing tendency lu rates owners are, of course, 
anxious to take advantage of the little boom. 
For corn to Buffalo 3% cents was paid and 3 
ceuts was asked in almost every instance, 
thoug no engagements at that rate were re- 
ported. The charters announced were: For 
Buffalo—Propelier G. B. Lyon, 78.000 bushels 
corn; Propeiler Chicago, 60,000 bushels corn; 
Propelie: Dean Richmond, 50,000 bushels corn: 
Propeller St. Louis, 25,000 bushels corn. For 
Erie—Propelier Annie Young; 2,000 corn, 
through rate: propeller Juntata, 50,000 bushels 
corn. For Kingston—Schooner Alex Muir, 22,500 
bushels corn. There was no change to note in 
lumber freights. 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

The weather outside bas been véry thick and 
forgy, and there is the greatest danger of colli- 
sion as well as stranding during this kind of 
weather. This being true, the masters of sail- 
vessels should see to it that the fogr-horn is 
sounded as the law and safety demand. One 
case in point has eome to hand, but there is 
similar neglect in hundreds of cases. When the 
propeller City of Duluth was off Kenosba at 
lo’ciock Sunday morumsg. she came upon a 
Miiwaukee schooner and narrowly escaped 
running her down.

THE FIRST LAKE STEAMER. 
THE OLD STEAMBOAT WALK-IN-THE-WATER. 
Levi Bishop, ot Detroit, in a series of articles 
in the Post and Tribune of that city on the early 
history of lake navigation, gives the following 
account of the old steamboat Walk-in-the-Wa- 
ter, the first steamer that plied Lake Erie: 
“Capt. Newhall is doing work as a histo- 
rian of our lake marine. He has an old registry 
ot the Custom-House of Detroit of 1818, when 
Witliam Woodbridge was the Collector of the 
Port. This record setties the point 
Watk-in-tne-Water, being tbe first steamboat 
that ever navigated on Lake Erie, arrived at 
Detroit Aug. 27, 1818 and that she cleared for 
her return trip to Buffalo the next day. was 
in general form a schooner, with an engine and 
two side-wheels, and she was named after 
an Indian Chief who found a local babitavon 
and a name somewhere on tbe 0»bor- 
ders of the Detroit River, and probably 
in many other places too numerous to 
mention. She was doubtless a clumsy craft, but 
was a good experiment for the early days of 
steam navigation. The record referred to is in 
a good state of preservation, and it contains 
much valuabie historical information. 
pioneer steamboat went ashore and was wrecked 
on or near Long Point in the year 1819 or 182, 
and thus she ceased to walk in the water and 
found a grave therein. From that small begin- 
ning the steamboats ou the lakes went on in- 
creasing till they rivaled the sail vessels in num- 
ber and far surpassed them in magnitude, ac- 
commodations, and attfactions. Between 1830 
and 1840,and on from the latter date till the 
railroads began to acquire the tbrough carry! 
business, the lake steam murine was sur 
by but few, it any, in the world. The old North 
America, the Commodore Perry, the Illinois, 
and the Michigan are with others well 
remembered. Then the great steamboat line 
was from Buffalo to Chicago., about 1,000 miles, 
and a Chicago boat, with such men as Capts. 
Blake and Appleby and others on deck, was 
looked upon as one of the great “ institucions 
of the country. They were positively traveling 
luxuries. Of course it took longer to make the 
trip than it now does by rail, but those large 
steamboats presented attractions and comfort 
which no railaoad-cars can afford. ol 
Michigan bad two engines,—one on each side,— 
which, with the side wheels, ran wholly inde- 
pendent of each other. This was all well in & 
smooth sea, but in rough weather one 
would be deep in the water or in a swell, and 
would move slow. while the other at the same 
time would be all, or nearly all, out of the 
water, and would consequently tiy like light- 
ning. This had the effect to jerk the boat about in 
different directions, and make the navigation un- 
pleasant and difficult.

In the 
matter of dealing with bondsmen their labours 
have been particularly gratifying, for they have 
completely driven out the * professional,” ana, 
by refusing to set aside forfeitures on the mer- 
cst text, have given the public at large to 
understand that going on a bond amounts to 
something.

LAKE STREET BRIDGE. 


IN DAILY DANGER OF TUMBLING DOWN. 

The street-cars ran over the Lake street bridge 
again yesterday, the structure having been sul- 
ficiently widened to allow the open cars to pass 
each other. Apropos of Lake street bridge, 
a plain statement of facts would be 
that it was money wasted to alter this 
rempant of a bridge. It is h thing 
of shreds and patches, One gets no.idea of its 
absolute insecurity and rottenness by merely 
passing over it, but let a person get underneath 
and see the clamps and patches which are heid 
together, and he may well sap bis prayers every 


time he is obliged to cross it in a crowded car. 


The truth of these statements can be veritied 
by any one who desires to see for bimself. An 
eminent engineer told a Tine reporter yes- 
terduy that the bridge was too old to be of any 
furtber use. It was worn out, rotten, and un- 
safe. He did not know that it would soon break 
down, but there was no telling. If he bad 
the say-se, be would condemn it instanter. The 
bridge is liable to break down when a nine-ton 
load is placed between the centre pier and either 
end, or 18 moving over its surface. That is the 
weight of u loaded street-car and horses. ‘There 
is no desire in this convection to sound a note of 
unnecessary alarm, but the truth should be told, 
and the authorities warned. City-Enginecr 
Cregier, wheu spoken to on the subject yester- 
day, did net deny these facts, but said that it 
wasin no way bis fault. It was the fault of the 
City Council, and there the real responsibility 
lay. because they refused to make ao appropria- 
tion for a bridge there. 

Do you consider Lake street bridge unsafe?’ 
asked the reporter.

If this bridge belonged to a private party, it 
would be coudemoed at once.”

State strevt 
bridge was also in a bad condition, and the Erie 
strect Viaduct was in absolute danger of 
coming dowu. It bad been propped up, he said, 
but it was too dangerous almost to be used. He 
had asked for an appropriation for a new via- 
duct there, but the Council bud strickenit out of 
the ordivance. 

So far as these bridges and this viaduct are 
concerned, it is, of course, true that they may 
stand, by constant repairing, for several yeurs 
to come, but as long as they do stand they are a 
menace to life and limb, and one of these days 
a terrible accident is liabie to happen.

GAUNT GRISCOM. 
HUNGRY AND THIN, BUT GRITTY STILL. 

“Blamed it I can keep my mind off grub,” 
said Griscom, the faster, lust night; and one of 
the medical attendants entered up in the record- 
book yesterday morning that the taster was 
“slowly but surely getting weaker,” and that be 
“seemed very drowsy a@reat deal ot the time.“ 
Griscom is also reported by his aitendants to be 
subject to much more frequent fits of petulancy 
and ill-humor than he was at first. At one mo- 
meat he will appear talkative and cheerful, and 
in the next not a little cross and out 
of temper. Again, his physical appearance 
naturally enougu at this stage of the fast, is not 
at all promising. His cheeks, of course, are 
much sunken, but it is the dull, glazed look of 
his eyes that is particularly prominent as show- 
ing that something is wrong. Considering all 
these things, his visitors, many of them, spake 
their heads and pronounce the case a doubtful 
one. so far as the prolongation of the fast to 
forty-tivedays is concerned. There are still two 
weeks left,the thirty-second day having com- 
menced at noon yesterday. It may be unneces- 
sury to state that Griscom 18 as confident as 
ever, even while admittmg that the days now 
seem nearly as long as the first weeks 
of the fast. He not only deciares that he will 
finish the forty-five days, but that he may make 
itftifty. He says that the fact that he would be 
at liberty to eat whenever he saw fit would

to put off the first meal for several days. He 
has not yet definitly decided as to what the bill- 
of-fare tor bis first meal will be, but said last 
night that it would include milk toust aud 
stewed potatoes. 

Griscom's weight yesterday noon was 162% 
pounds,—a total loss of Ax pounds. He an- 
nounces that, after be gets down to M0 or 145 
pounds, he wiil give up drinking any water. At 
present bis daily allowance is furiy-eight ounces, 
on which be wakes four meals. The warm 
weather of yesterday did not appear to bother 
him much. Ats o'clock his temperature was 
09 1-5; pulse, 59; and respiration 16. At noon he 
had lost only balf a pound in weight during the 
preceding twenty-tour hours. At 10 o'clock in 
the morning he went in a carriage to Robinson 
& Koec’s photograph gallery and sat for 
some pictures, and in the atternoon did consid- 
eruble writing. Despite the fuct that a large 
number of strangers are in the city, yesterday 
was the poorest duy of the fast, so far as the at- 
tendance was concerned.

and small-pax. 78. ‘There were 216 deaths from 
cerebro-spina! meningitis In the Northwest, 646 
from consumption and lung diseases. and 10 
from diphtheria and croap, 49 bemg from croup 
and #5 from diphtheria proper. The report says. 
in regurd to the Northwestern seccdon: 

“In these States cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
which occasious only 0.45 deaths per 1,000 io the 
other sections, rises to 1.53, the distribution 
secming to be very general, and the mortality in 
proportion to the populations represented. The 
fall of the general mortality from rate of 2.30 
to 20.84 per 1.000 is due to the decline in con- 
sumption and lung diseases, as in other sections. 
This secuon also showsa general reduction in 
the contagious diseases, but diarrheal diseases 
have advanced from 0.53 to 135 _ per 
1,000, During the month of May sl2 
deaths from small-pox were reported from 
tweuty different places, showing a wide distri- 
bution of the disease. In New York City it 
seems to be increasing steadily, while it 18 de- 
clintng in Philadelphia, probably from exhaus- 
tion ot material.

ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 

Among the guests at the Palmer House is 
Mr. F. F. Betsey, of Rochester, England, 
who, after visiting Toronto, Canada, as the 
representative, at the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association recently held there, of his 
city, has come to spend a few days in Chi- 
cago. 

After Tux Tinu reporter who called 
upon Mr. Belsey yesterday evening had had 
a deeply interesting and mutually instructive 
conversation with him on the subject of the 
benefits to be derived from the wide dissem- 
ination of Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions as agencies of religious and moral ele- 
vation, he questioned the gentleman from 
England, whose business is that of a dealer 
in wheat, as to the present condition and 
future prospects of 

THE ENGLISH WHEAT MARKET. 

“When I left England this spring,” Mr. 
Belsey explained, the prospects for a good 
crop were better than for some years past. 
The farmers were looking forward to a de- 
cidédly better season. The spring crops 
were rather backward, but we were having a 
dry season, and that was very favorable. The 
great trouble with us, you. know. is damp, 
cold weather. The opposit has been the 
rule in England so far this year, and gener- 
ally speaking the farmers’ prospects are more 
cheerful than usual in consequence.” 

‘** What prices will they realize for their 
product?” 

* It begins to look as though the American 
short crop was having a good effect upon 
prices. I think our farmers will realize well 
upon their wheat this fall.“ 

* How are the European crops to which 
England also looks for her supply of bread- 
stuffs?” ' 

It is said that the Russian cropisa very 
good one, which, of course, will help com- 
pensate for the American shortage.”’ 

What is the extent of the acreage under 
wheat in England this year?“ 

It is not large; not more than 

THREE MILLIONS OF ACRES.” 

“What will the average yield per acre be, 
in all probability!“ 

“The standard average in England, you 
know, is 20.0 per acre, and the prospect, as 
far as I can see, is that the present crop will 
be fully up to the standard average. The 
35,000,000 of human mouths constantly to be 
kept supplied in Great Britain and Ireland 
requires an annual allowance of five anda 
half bushels of wheat each, or a total of 
nearly 200,000,000 of bushels. Thus, you see, 
we shall have to import over 100,000,000 of 
bushels.” 

** What do you think will be the final effect 
of the competition of the cheap wheat-pro- 
ducing lands of America with the much more 
expensive lands similarly applied in Great 
Britain ?” 

* 1 believe that 

NO FARMER, FOR mis OWN SAKF, 
should go on trying to grow what others can 
permanently produce and send ata lower 
rate. Still with a full temperature anda 
fairly favorable season it seems to me that 
the heavy corn lands of our country can yet 
ae wheat against the world. If, tnere- 

ore, from our present three millions acres 
under wheat we have to withdraw a million 
and a half of our poorer lands, we should, 
us we have 65,000,000 acres of cultivable soil 
in Great Britain, only have to find remuner- 
ative employment for about one-thirtieth 
part of the cultivated acreage of our coun- 
try. Possibly you have no idea of the pro- 
ductiveness of the heavy corn lands I have 
alluded to. Under the most favorable con- 
Alitions I have known some of these lands 
produce an average of eighty bushels an 
acre,—a result that will stand any competi- 
tion from abroad. The lighter lands, which 
competition may force from the production of 
wheat, can be very successfully applied to 
the wing of bariey and oats. t am not 
afraid of our heavy lands being driven from 
the profitable production of wheat, and have 
no doubt that the remainder will find crops 
of a remunerative description.”

This morning at half-past 10 o’clock, 
while still suffering from the effects of his 
aissipation, Conrad met Mr. Gates and asked 
him to telegraph to his brother, Richard Con- 
rad, at Zionsville, that he was suf- 
fering from an “attack of snakes.” 
Mr. Gates told him not to do that, but to zo 
into astall which was well littered down 
with hay and take a nap. This Conrad did, 
after taking his coat and boots off. In the 
course ot an hour a pistol-shot was heard. 
Search being made for the cause of the shot, 
Conrad was found lying at full length upon 
the hay, stone-dead, with a revolver in his 
right hand and a bullet-hole in his temple, 
covered with blood, which was still flowing. 
The deceased isa brother of Richard Con- 
rad, a prominent trader of Zionsville, and 
leaves a wife and two children.

Wall street was never so thoroughly cliqued as 
now.

Some of 
the most active manipulators have sold out 
their stocks, and have ther money in 
bank. These persons say they will wait 
if necessary three months for lower prices. 
They do not dare to soll short, but will not buy. 
While the room traders are almost all bears, 
there are few ot this class among the large op cr- 
ators, and itis probable that the extent of the 
short interest is much exaggcrated. 

A very heavy business is being done by the 
raiiroads. Northwest earnings have increased 
$25,00) a day aince June 1. 

Most of the bulls are confident that prices will 
go little lower. They donot believe that with 
the plethora of money seeking investment good 
dividend-paying stocks can be putdown. At 
the same time they recognize the danger of 
hurli high-priced stocks on an easy money 
market. The chances are all against it. A 
scare, monetarystringency, any accidert, would 
affect the high-priced stocks far more in pro- 
portion than the low-priced ones. 

Sage was selling puts cross to the market on 
Wabash. Points are being given out by the 
managers of this road to their frienas to buy 
and hoid it for a big rise. 

There was u rally at the close, but it was a 
feeble one. 

Fellow- passengers of Mr. Vanderbilt on his 
recent ocean voyage report that he was very 
communicative.

Rigolo.“ of the New York Sun, says that the 
market being thoroughly cliqued.“ the men 
standing at the head of the diffcrent cliques look 
upon all the other ieades as bitter enemies. 
They ail seem to be engaged in the process of 
counting each other's forces, just as though they 
were so many guerilia warriors about to meet in 
a narrow gorge without any exit. 


Holders of stocks admit that they are high, 


and that their property is subject to great risks, 
but what, they ask, can we do with our money? 
Many of them would be glad to sell if they could 
find some other use for their capital. 

In its review of the stock market of last week 
the New York Times says: 

During the week efforts were made by some 
prominent operators identified with the bull 
movement to unload, but their exertions in this 
direction proved generally barren of results, as 
they failed to findaready market for their 
shares, and indeed were compelled themselves 
to come to the rescue of the market in order to 
arrest the declining tendency. The market is 
sensitive and feverish, and should heavy lines 
be thrown out it appears inevitable that quite a 
serious break in prices would occur. Unques- 
tionably the most serious element of danger in 
the current speculation is the fact that a host of 
stocks which would, under ordinary conditions, 
be designated as *'wild-cat,” paying no diy * 
dends, are selling at prices that even the most 
sanguine anticipations as to their prospectiye 
value cannot justify.

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SMALL-POX. 


A Man with the Small-Pox Rides for 
Fourteen Hours in a Car Crowded 
with People. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. PK, Minn., June 28,—Considerable 
consternation was created at the depot of the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba Road 
shortly after the arrival of the 10:20 train 
this morning. Among the through passen- 
gers wasa man who appeared to be very 
sick. On the arrival of the train here he was 
taken into the men’s department of the devot 
at the fot of Wacouta street, and the City 
Physician sent for. Not being readily found, 
Drs. Murphy and Quinn were called, and as 
soon as they saw the man they pronounced 
the disease a virulent type of small- 
pox. The room was rapidly cleared, and 
the doors locked. The City Physician bemg 
found, steps were immediately taken to re- 
move the unfortunate man to the Pest House, 
and arrangements made to disinfect the room 
and the car also. Ilealth-Inspector Myerding 
had some difficulty in obtaining a convey- 
ance to take the man out, but about | o’clock. 
he succeed, The car was set off on a side- 
track and thoroughly fumigated, and 
will not be used until all danger of 
the infliction is passed. ‘The men’s room at 
depot has been locked and will also 
be thorouglty disinfected. The man's 
name is II. Booth, and he has 
a wife and six children living at Newbern, in 
Fillmore County.” For some time past he 
has been at work on the line of the Barnes- 
ville & Morehead Branch of the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba Road. A few days 
ago he began to feel unwell, and he conclud- 
edi to return home. He got on the train at 
Feloon Station at 8 o’clock last evening and 
arrived here at 10720 a. m., as above stated. 
He did not know what was the matter with 
him until Dr. Murphy examined him in the 
car. With him for fourteen hours were forty 
passengers, old and young, and it is hardly 
possible that all escaped inoculation.

CENSURING A JUDGE.

The farmer from a distance, who by a mighty 
effort had. succeeded in putting his son through 
college, drove to town with nis whole family, 
hitched nis team near by. and listened with 
pride, if not with interest, to the long orations, 
which were supposed to display in as small a 
compass as possibie the accumulated wisdom of 
four years of study. Those were the days when

THE ORATION 
was delivered by C. A. Towne, of Owosso, Mich., 
who ‘took as his subject the live topic of Civil- 
Service Rgaform.” The speaker thought that, if 
the founders of the Constitution could have 
foreseen the wonderful development of the Na- 
tion and the consequent magnitude of its Civil 
Service, the aggressiveness and bitterness of 
wars between great, political parties, and the 
nature of the relation of the Service to those 
contests, their wisdom would have made some 
adequate provision against existing evils. The 
speaker showed that the wise men who founded 
our institutions entertained views directly at 
variance with those which the opponents of 
Civil-Service reform now claim to be in perfect 
barmony with the spirit of republican govern- 
ment. The opinions of Washington, Hamilton, 
Jefferson, and others were adduced to 
prove this; and the statement was 
made, that, down to the Administration 
of Jackson, only seventy-three persons 
were removed from office. The President was 
expected to regard only character and capacity 
in making appuintments, and to make removals 
only for cause, The history of the introduction 
and growth of Civil-Service reform in Eugiand 
was outlined, and jis success adduced as evi- 
dence of what migbt be similarly accomplished 
in the United States. But the speaker revog- 
nized the fact that Civil-Service reform could 
come only in response to an imperative demand 
of public vpinion.

Oconomowoc, Wis., June 23.—A novel 
method has been invented by a Chicago gen- 
tleman bere this summer, which will be used 
to discover, if possible, the habits and best 
ways of capturing the little Cisco fish which 
were found to existin Oconomowoc Lake 
last March. It is a floating building, which 
can be anchored in any part of the lake. In 
the centre a large hole is cut, into which 
may be inserted magnifying glasses that will 
enable one to see the bottom of the lake in 
the deepest part, where the fish remain the 
greater portion of the year. The thing has 
not been tried yet.

Below is a continuation of the de- 
tectivo's story.—Ep. TripuNe]. 

THE DETECTIVE’S STORY CONTINUED. 
Dispate’s to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New on. June 23.—Kelly swore me to se- 
cresy by the most solemn oaths. His brother, 
after disappearing from Sheritf street, he said, 
had gone West. He kuew that he, first of all, 
had gone to his sister-in-law's, a few miles back 
of Washington, on leaving New York, where be 
stopped a day or two. Mouey was then fur- 
nished him by Dr. Christian, a notorious grave- 
robber, to enable hin to go West. He grew his 
beard thick and bushy, and otherwise disguised 
himself. From Baltimore de went to Spring- 
tield, Clark County, O., where he remained for 
several weeks, meanwhile communicating with 
a friend named Gieason, who is connected with 
a horse-car road at Hunters Point, N. V. He 
left Springfield, and since that time his where- 
nbouts huve been unknown. Since leaving 
Springfield but one letter has been received 
from him by his friend in Hunter's Polnt. Ed 
was ignorant of the point where that letter had 
been mailed. 

In February, 1879, I sought and obtained an

who was acting in the capacity of private agent 
for Judge Hilton in the search. I found bim at 
first uuwilling to converse, but, letting him 
think that what I kuew must be of advantage to 
him, he took me into his confidence. It was not 
long before I was convinced that Carney, besides 
acting in the capacity of agent for the Judge, 
would like to arrange watters so he could se- 
cure a handsome portion of dhe reward for bim- 
self. He was extromely egotistical, and con- 
vioced beyond argument that his plans were the 
only ones that could bring the matter toa suc- 
cessful issue. When he could not reasonabiyv 
explain bis method of search, be held Out both 
hands before him and said: * But, my dear sir, 
that body is sure to come. The Judge feels cer- 
tain that sume day it will drop into bis tap like a 
ripe apple.

The diary here enumerated with great detail a 
number of other interviews with Jones. Ali the 
correspondence of the grave-robbers or their 
representatives was kept a strict secret, with 
the excéption of the first few letters, which had 
been shown to the Superintendent of Police: 
but my conversations with Ed Kelly, and my 
own investigations, satistied me that the rob- 
bers, with the exception of Mike himself, did 
not really know the hiding place. These con- 
versations and Inquiries developed the fact that,

HME HAD REMOVED THE BopYy 
from its hiding-place in New York by night and 
conveyed it tu a doctor's residence on Lexing- 
ton avenue, between Forty-third and Furty-tifth 
streets, where it was embalwed.

There was a third party present on this occasion, 
a young assistant who belped him in the opera- 
tion.

After 
the embalmment was complete the body was 
placed in a trunk. It had been considerably 
inutilated, and one of the kuce- pans was broken.

TAKEN TO CANADA AS LUGGAGE 

by the woman who lived with the ductor. On 
reaching Moutreal it was quietly conveyed to a 
sufe place within twenty miles of that city, and 
near the St. Lawrence River, where it was 
placed on a coal-scow in charge of a rela- 
tive of Mike Kelly's, who was totally una- 
ware of its contents, and who held it awaiting 
Mike's orders. After disappearing, and before 
going West, itis more than probable that Mike 
went to Canada to urrange for the removal of 
the body, forayear later it was taken by the 
friends in whose charge it had been left. and 
hidden in the neighborhood of Mt. Vernon, 
Westchester County, where it remains to-day. 

On the 4th of April I met Gen. Jones on 
Broadway, between Chambers and Reade. He 
was still in communication, he said, with his 
clients, although there were no later develop- 
ments; but, if Judge Hilton would make him a 
proper offer, he was ready to treat with him.

CONDITION OF CANADA. 


with Goldwin Smith—Com- 
merce of the Dominion—HRelations 
with the United States—Democracy 


with a Tritle of Monarchy. 
New York Tribun-, June 2. 

Goldwin Smith, who sailed for England Friday, 
was visited Just before his departure by a Trib- 
une reporter, who taiked with him gbout Canada. 

“What is the present conditi of Canada 
commercially?” asked the reporter. 

There is a revival of business! The lumber 
trade, which is our chief industry, has recovered 
from its depression. All stocks are high. 
Harvest prospects are good. On the other hand, 
Canadian farms have been depreciated at least 
per cent by the migration of fariners 
to Manitoba and the Western States. Wheth- 
er the new tariff bas given an impulse 
to Canadian manufactures is a ques 
tion about which political parties § dif- 
fer; the Government saying that it bas, the Op- 
position that it bus not. In Ontario I shouid say 
that :t has, though whether the impulse will last 
remains to be seen. In Quebec and the Mari- 
time Provinces trade has as yet been dull, and 
in the Maritime Provinces chere is a good deal 
of discontent. Lam one of those who avow the 
conviction that Canada cannot enjoy her full 
meusure of prosperity till sbe is commercially 
united to the coutinent of which she is a part. 
Political relations are a distinct question whicn 
we do not wish to raise; but we are convinced 
of the expediency of commercial union, and 
anxious tu see that question bruougpt before 
both nations.” 

“ What is the fecling of Canadians toward the 
United States?’ 

* I] will not say that the bad effects of the pro- 
scription of the Loyalists after your Revolution 
and ot the War of 1812 have entirely died out: 
but they are very fast dying. No Canadian 
hesitates to go into the United States in search 
of employment, any more than a Scetchman 
uesitates to zo to England. Socially and Com- 
mercially our peopie are blending with yours. 
Ihe company which is to build the Pacitic Kail- 
way, our great political railroad, is partly com- 
posed of Americans. The Northwest will be 
settled to a considerable extent. by Americans, 
and there the United Empire Loyalist’ feels 
hus no existence. Under Lord Beaconsfield 
and in connection with the Jingu policy, an at- 
tempt was made to galvanize the Imperialist and 
anti-Demmecratic sentiment in Canada by setting 
up a court and reviving the system of giving 
titles; but it completely failed.“ 

ve What have you to say about the Pacilg Rail- 
way? 

It is one of the political and milita lines 
destined to connect and to weld into a United 
Empire the four separate blocks of territory— 
viz: the Maritime Provinces, old Canada, the 
Northwest, and British Columbia—of which the 
Dominion is composed. By nat those biocks 
of territory are not conuected with each other, 
geographically or commerciaily, while each of 
them is connected both geogruphbically and cum- 
mercially with the States of the Union tmwmedi- 
ately to the south of it. The object of the Im- 
perialists is to have a complete interior line of 
communication without passing through the 
United States. The lutercolonial Railway, which 
has been built at an immense cost, and is still 
run ata loss, is the eastern wing of the line. 
The completion of this system of political and 
military railways across the Continent consti- 
tutes a Crisis in our destinies and in the joint 
destinies of the two countries.
